2. (currently amended) A method of delivering a drug, comprising 

applying to the skin of a recipient a skin patch having a plurality of reservoirs 
containing a drug, the reservoirs being arranged in a matrix such that when the skin patch 
is placed with the matrix in contac t with the skin of a recipient, a plurality of sharp 
hydration gradients are created along the peripheries of the reservnirs,

3. (currently amended) The method of claim 2 in which the reservoirs comprise a gel.

4. (new) The method of claim 2 in which each of the reservoirs have a skin contact area 
of less than 1 cm^ 

5. (new) The method of claim 2 in which the reservoirs are isolated from each other. 
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6. (new) The method of claim 5 in which the reservoirs are isolated by the areas between 
the reservoirs being filled with an inert material. 

7. (new) The method of claim 6 in which the inert material is air. 

8. (new) The device of claim 1 in which the reservoirs comprise a gel. 

9: (new) The device of claim 1 in which the reservoirs have a skin contact area of less 
theui 1 cm . 

10. (new) The device of claim 1 in which the reservoirs are isolated from each other. 

1 1 . (new) The device of claim 10 m which the reservoirs arc isolated by the areas 
between the reservoirs being filled with an inert material. 

12. (new) The device of claim 1 1 in the inert material is air. 
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
